Harry Knowltoii, resulting lu great 
loss of life, ha* called attention to tlie 
neeesslly of a revision of our navigation 
laws aud the demand for more rigid 
rules governing the examination of offi- 
cers of our merchant marine, as lo their 
qualifications for their responsible du 
ties. 


The following draft of a bill was pre 


pared some lime ago, providing for 
"certificates of competency," but it re- 
ceived little attention from Congress. 
We prlut it now lu th« hope that it 
may revive some lulerest In this impor- 
tant subject: 


Be it enacted by Ibe Senate and 


House of Kepreseutatives of Ihe United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That examinations shall be In- 
stituted for psrsous who intend lo be- 
come masters and mates of Auiercan 
foreign-going ships, or home trade, pas-' 
seuger, or coasting sliips, or who wish 
to procure certilicates ol competency 
hereiualter mentioned; and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall have power 
to pr ivide for such examinations at

SFKCIAL COUNCIL SKSSIOX. — For 


the past fortnight there has been con- 
siderable uneasiness manifested by the 
residents of the (own in the vicinity of 
the Peahody school-house In regard lo 
Ihe cases of diphtheria in the family of 
AntchieSouza, on Third Beach Road.
